Geo rge Ty ler 
Bigelo w, and the City Gray s, ( apt. 
Newell A. Tho mpso n, was detailed as 
especial esco rt o f the inv ited gu est« 
fro m the Mtate Ho u se to the dinner m 
Faneu il Hall. 
Three clay s afterwards, Hu gh M. Le- 
gare, who su cceeded Mr. Webster as 
Mecreto ry o f Mtate, died in Bo sto n at 
the residence o f his friend 
Geo rge 
Tick no r, and was bu ried at Mo u nt Au ­ 
bu rn. 
He was perhaps o ne o f the best 
scho lars o f the age, and certainly o ne 
o f the v ery best in o u r co u ntry . 
Tho 
wo nderfu l ex tent and accu racy o f his 
reading, the strength o f his memo ry , 
his great natu ral capacity and talents, 
had enabled him to amass a sto re o t 
learning and k no wledgo v ery seldo m 
tho acqu isitio n o f o no man. 
Jo hn Barney , who w as a so n o f Co m­ 
mo do re Barney , represented tho Balti­ 
mo re District o f Mary land in the nine­ 
teenth Co ngress, 18 25 -21), and fro m 
that time u ntil his death o n the 26 th 
o f Janu ary , 18 5 7, he w’aa o ne o f the 
patriarchs o f Washingto n so ciety , mer­ 
iting his so briqu et “Beau Barney .” Ho 
mu st hav e been o v er sev enty y ears o f 
age when he died, and to the last was 
what he had been fo r mo re than half a 
centu ry , the glo ss o f fashio n, if no t tho 
mo ld o f fo rm. 
He nev er affected the 
so ciety o f gentlemen, and wffiether rid­ 
ing in his carrio ge, o r w alk ing o r sit­ 
ting, he w as su re to be bask ing iu the 
radiance o f “fair wo man’s smiles.” He 
was u nco mmo nly u gly in his appear­ 
ance; he was v ery ro u nd-slio u ldo ro d, 
pro bably the sto o p o f age; his head 
was bu t partially co v ered with dy ed 
hair; his teeth were false, and ev ery 
v estige o f natu re abo u t him that was 
v isible was in a state o f repair; bu t his 
dress wras elabo rate and dashing to tho 
last degree. 
He was nev er seen o u t o f 
do o rs witho u t a co at o r clo ak o f the 
latest sty le, his hands in the finest 
white k ids, fro m o ne o f w’hich dangled 
the slender cane o f an ex qu isite. 
His 
crav at and v est were alway s o f the mo st 
co nspicu o u s co lo rs, and when he was 
fu lly made u p, with a hat bru shed to a 
glo ss o n his head o r in his hand, and 
ho stepped fo rth fro m his dressing- 
ro o m co nqu ering and to co nqu er, he 
might readily hav e been tak en bv any 
o ne who did no t see his face o r hear 
his crack ed v o ice fo r a y o u ng man o f 
twenty , instead o f a septu agenarian. 
He was inv ited ev ery where, o f co u rse, 
fo r ho was a man o f co nsiderable re­ 
finement, w’as v ery emp resse in his man­ 
ner to ladies, had an inex hau stible fu nd 
o f agreeable small talk , danced in ev ery 
set and all night, if his special friends 
wo u ld k eep him co mpany ; had k no wn 
ev ery fashio nable star, male o r female, 
that had been in the ascendant fo r 
fifty y ears; had been in habits o f so ­ 
cial interco u rse with the mo st pro mi­ 
nent pu blic men to bo fo u nd in Wash­ 
ingto n so ciety fo r the same perio d, au d 
by mak ing it his co nstant stu dy , k new 
better tliau mo st men ho w to please 
ladies o f all ages, and especially the 
y o u ng. 
The pleasu re which he fo u nd 
in this k ind o f life, and the pru dence 
which he ex ercised in tho indu lgence 
o f it, u ndo u btedly co ntribu ted to his 
length o f day s, and to that u nu su al 
elasticity o f spirits which made hint 
o ne o f the marv els o f o u r time. 
With tho adv ance o f y ears Barney 
became irritable, especially in his in­ 
terco u rse with men, which co mpelled 
him to o ne o r two blo o dless appeals to 
the co de o f ho no r. 
Ono o f these af­ 
fairs o ccu rred 
with 
Sartiges, 
the 
French Minister, 
sho rtly after that 
fu nctio nary arriv ed in this co u ntry . It 
was o ne o f Martiges’ fav o rite amu se­ 
ments o f a Su nday mo rning to sho o t 
rats fro m the windo w o f his ro o ms at 
the ho tel at which he was stay ing in 
Washingto n, to the ex treme anno y ance 
o f Mr. Barney , who was stay ing at the 
same ho u se. 
The latter gentleman’s 
remo nstrances did no t pro du ce the de­ 
sired effect u po n the spo rting pro pensi­ 
ties o f the French Minister, who felt 
that he co u ld better affo rd to qu arrel 
with Barney than to cease qu arreling 
with the Vats. Du ring the irritatio n 
pro du ced by this disregard o f his co m­ 
fo rt o n the part o f Martiges, the latter 
gentleman entered a clu b iu Baltimo re, 
o f which Barney was an o fficer, with a 
cigar in his mo u th, and ev en went into 
the drawing-ro o m witho u t remo v ing it. 
Barney o bserv ed it, and remark ed that 
no gentleman wo u ld enter a drawing­ 
ro o m with a cigar in his mo u th. 
This 
led to a so mewhat o ffensiv e reply , and 
a challenge fro m Barney was the co nse­ 
qu ence. 
Sartiges declined to fight 
him, by adv ice o f Barney ’s friends as 
well as liis o wn, o n the gro u nd that his 
eccentricities were su ch as to ex empt 
him fro m so me o f the respo nsibilities o f 
his po sitio n. 
The co nsequ ence was 
that Barney to o k an appeal to the pu b­ 
lic thro u gh the press, and thu s the 
matter ended. 
Abo u t the same time 
Barney go t into a difficu lty with Flo y d 
Ro gers, o f Baltimo re, and challenged 
him, fo r so me imaginary affro nt. 
The 
challenge was declined, fo r the same 
reaso n as the o ne prev io u sly sent to 
Sartiges.

Gladstone was in Parliament at ‘2*2, 
and at 24 was Lord of the Treasury. 
Lork Bacon graduated at Cambridge 
when It» , and was called to the bar at 21. 
l» eel was in Parliament at 21, and 
Palmerston was Lord of the Admiralty 
at 23. 
Henry Clay was in the Sonate of the 
United States at 29, contrary to the 
Constitution. 
J ohn Hamptan, after graduating at 
Oxford, was a student at law in the 
Inner Temple at 19. 
Gustav us Adolphus ascended 
the 
throne at 16. 
Before he was 34 he was 
one of the great rulers of Europe. 
J udge Story was at Harv ard at 15, m 
Congress at 29, and J udge of the Su­ 
premo Court of tho United States at 32. 
Martin Luther had become largely 
distinguished at 24, and at 56 had 
reached the top-most round of his world­ 
wide fame. 
Con le conducted a memorable cam­ 
paign at 17, and at 22 he, and Turonne 
also, were of tho most illustrious men 
of their time. 
Webster was in college at 15, gav o 
earnest of his great future before he 
was 25, and at 30 was the peer of the 
ablest man in Congress. 
William H. Seward commonced the 
practice of law at 21, at 31 was Presi­ 
dent of a State conv ention and at 37 
Gov ernor of New York. 
Washington 
was 
a 
distinguished 
colonel iu the army at 2l, early in pub­ 
lic affairs; commander of the forces at 
42 and President at 57. 
Maurice, of Saxony, died at 32, con­ 
ceded to hav e l>een one of the nro- 
foundest statesman and one the ablest 
generals which Christendom had seen. 
Napoleon at 25 commanded tho army 
of Italy. 
At 30 he was not only one of 
the most illustrious generals of all time, 
but one of the groat law-giv ers of the 
w orld. 
At 46 he saw Waterloo. 
The great Leo X. was Pope at 38; 
hav ing finished his academic training 
ho took tho office of Cardinal at 18 
only twelv e months younger than was 
Charles J ames Fox when ho entered 
Parliament. 
Onlv one civ ilian out of tho Presi­ 
dents “ of this couutry gained his first 
election after ho was 60, aud that ono 
was J ames Buchanan. 
The chance for 
the Presidency after 60 is small and 
growing less. 
William Pitt entered the univ ersity 
at 14, was Chancellor of the Exchequer 
at 22, Prime Minister at 24, and so con­ 
tinued for twenty years, and when 35 
was the most powerful uncrowned head 
in Europe. 
From the earliest years of Queen 
Elizabeth to the latest of Queen Victoria 
England has had scarce an able states­ 
man who did not leav e the univ ersity 
by the time ho was 20, and many of 
them left at an earlier age. 
, 
Tho late Lord Beaconfiold left the 
cloister and entered the great world 
early, as did J ohn Bright, and com­ 
menced his political career by writing 
a book at 17, in which ho predicted that 
he would be Prime Minister. 
Hamilton was in King’s College at 16; 
when 17 he made a notable address on 
public affairs to tho citizens of New 
York; at 20 ho was entrusted with a 
most important mission to Gen. Gates; 
was in Congress at 25, and Secretary of 
the Treasury at 32. 
J ohn Quincy Adams, at the ago of 14, 
was secretary to Mr. Dana, then Min­ 
ister at the Kussian Court; at 30 he was 
himself Minister to Prussia; at 35 ho 
was Minister to Russia; at 48 he was 
Minister to England, at 56 he was 
Secretary of the State, and President 
at 57.

To follow out the line of a canal is 
to see a continuous picture—now it is a 
blue ribbon through tho green of tho 
fields, again a small v illage is passed, 
the brown hulls and queer sails of the 
canal-boats aro continually composing, 
and at its closo you glide into a sleepy 
old town, ev ery inch of which is an 
artistic treasure, doepeued and har­ 
monized, as are all its colors, by the 
humidity of the atmosphere.

tho exception that they are broader, 
th© riv ers present similar picturesque 
qualities to the canals—-the same low- 
lying banks, fringed with willows, the 
same boats; indeed, ono mouth of ^the 
lthinc is but a canal in Holland.

accommodate the v isitors during tho display 
of fireworks. So eager were the committeemen

Perló n» Results Following the Destrate» 
tlon from “Clearing Up** ami Fire, 
Tho series of articles b y Professor Sha- 
ler in Scrib ner's lias ab ly presente» ! the 
topic of tree preservation—a topic t he 
A m erican j**<>plo m ust jiositm ly give 
hoed to. 
No notion under tho sun was 
in tim es < f pence ever ho w asteful as our 
own. 
The increasing ea*o » if securing a 
supply of food lias tended for some hun­ 
dreds of years, if not thousands, to ren­ 
der hum an b eings less economical of 
m eans and careful of m ethods. The older 
races, like the Chinese, never waste; t»> 
them everything has its use. 
B ut we 
have destroyed as m uch as w e have p ro 
ducod. 
Forests tha t nature raised b y the 
laliorof a thousand years we have b urned 
up in a day. 
Civilization has invented 
the phrase clearing up, w hich m eans 
w anton rem oval of all things that stand 
in the way of our im m ediate needs. 
W here vast stretches of oaks covered 
millions of acres it is difficult to find a 
single grove or a single tree; b ut how in­ 
estim ab le such rem ains are w hen found! 
It is not wholly from the utilitarian 
standpoint that we look, hut the aesthetic. 
These are like' their surroundings. 
If it 
b e undesirab le to dwell in the forest, it is 
still m ore undesirab le to dwell w ithout 
the com panionship of tret's. 
But as a 
m atter of econom y and physical neces­ 
sity we aro coiiq>elled to have sym pathy 
for and w ith the vegetab le world. 
Our 
destiny, in com m on w ith tho whole ani­ 
m al kingdom , is identified w ith the plant 
kingdom . 
In the struggle for existence, 
from the outset, there has b een a m utual 
interdependence of all living things. 
If 
we destroy tho trees we in ju re our own 
progress and prospects. 
In the present 
economy of n atu re protoplasm , or the 
b ais of life, can only lie created b v tho 
plant kingdom ; from it w e receive the 
sam e a t second hand. 
B u t our existence 
is dependent on trees and plants \n m any 
other ways, and alw ays has b een. 
The 
earliest hum an races w ere littoral, or 
shore dnvllers. 
They had no tools to 
w ork their way through forests, 
nor 
weapons to cope w ith the denizens of the 
forest. 
B ut w ith increase of the a rt of 
m aking tools hum an b eings left the shore 
and roam ed tho forests as hunters. 
To 
the hunting races the destruction of trees 
w as the destruction of their m eans of ex­ 
istence. 
The N orth A m erican Indian 
saw only starvation in the w hite m an ’s 
unsparing ax. 
Civilization lias b rought us into even 
closer relation to trees, and m ore inti­ 
m ate dependence on vegetation. 
Tho 
equilib rium of the air, adjusting the pro­ 
portions of carb on gases f» >r our healthy 
existence, depends on trees. 
M alaria is 
n ot caused, hut prevented, b y a judicious 
proportion of forest land. Professor Sha- 
ler takes up the case w ith great energy 
to show that the m ost serious result fol­ 
low ing the destruction of our forests will 
b e the consequent loss of soil, turning 
vast areas into deserts. “ A lready a large 
part of m any fertile regions has b een 
sterilized in this fashion; and each year a 
larger portion of our infinitely precious 
heritage of soil slips into rivers mid finds 
its w ay to the sea, b ecause we have de­ 
prived it of the protecting coating of 
vegetation.” 
W e have also to consider 
the im m ense vegetation deposit w hich is 
yearly added to tho soil w here forests 
ab ound. 
Our ow n culture takes from 
the soil, on the. contrary, m ore than it 
gives. 
So the w aste from rain is greater 
in tilled soils than in wooded lands. 
In 
forests the soil is ever doe{>ening; in ojien 
lands ever decreasing. This evil we m ust 
endure, b ut should he careful not to ag­ 
gravate. 
The am ount of soil now sw ept 
aw ay annually is actually clogging the 
large rivers, com pelling them constantly 
to change channels. 
The argum ent of 
Professor Shalor is pressed to show that 
iiq m an lues such a right in soil that lie 
m ay 1x3 w asteful of it, or use it for the 
disadvantage of his neighb ors. 
Govern­ 
m ent, he* holds, should interfere to pre­ 
vent waste of forests. 
The question of forest preservation has 
b een m ore or less considered b y several 
of the states, b ut, in fact, apart from the 
encouragem ent of tree planting, little lias 
b een done in a system atic m anner to 
regulate the use or prevent the w aste of 
trees. 
O ur relation to the vegetab le 
kingdom grow s even m ore intricate, and 
our serious dependence m ore em phasized 
constantly, since the dem ands of civiliza­ 
tion for tim b er and fuel increase, and 
m ust increase. 
A t present the greatest loss in the w ay 
of forest destruction is from fires caused 
b y locomotives, malice or carelessness. 
Som e of the railroads have already taken 
action to prevent the recurrence of the 
evil from locomotive sparks. 
The plan 
adopted is to clear aw ay all tim b er 
grow th for 100 feet on each side of the 
track. 
A furrow is then ru n along the 
outer edge of this space, and the whole 
kept m ow ed and clean. 
The loss from 
tim b er fires is not less than an average of 
$2,000,000 i>er state annually. 
This is 
wholly preventab le. 
The w ork of Professor Shaler is notab le 
In this respect, that it m akes the sub ject, 
w hich has b een rather held to b e local, to 
b e a continental m atter. 
H e has en­ 
larged the sub ject, and show n tha t it 
vitally touches the very possib ility of 
hum an existence.—Glob e-Democrat.
